May MEETING. 

The Ninth Meeting of the Session was held at the Clapham Public 
Library on Thursday, May 17th, when the Librarian, Mr. J. Reed 
Welch, presided at a well-attended gathering. 

A paper, consisting of a short review of Mr. J. C. Dana's “ Library 
Primer,” which will be found on another page, and copious extracts, 
were read by Mr. Henry Ogle, Chairman of the L.A.A. 

The discussion of the book was warmly taken up, Mr. Welch 
remarking that it might almost be called the ‘“‘ Complete Librarian,” 
from the wide field and numerous details covered by it. He was glad 
to note the importance given to clear handwriting as a necessity in 
library work. Mr. Dyer said the book was largely written from the 
standpoint of the ready-made librarian. He agreed that library reports 
contained a good deal of information that was now unnecessary in the 
way of statistics of occupations, etc., which might give place to matter 
of more interest to the reader. Mr. Hogg thought that the author 
advocated too many departments for the librarian to manage, and felt 
that work outside of his true province, such as lectures, should be dealt 
with in some other way. Mr. E. Callard joined issue on the subject of 
catalogues, which were a ——— for many people could not get to 
the library in person, nor, even with the open access system, choose the 
book they wanted by proxy, whereas they could consult a catalogue at 
home. He did not believe in apprenticeship in libraries. Mr. Chambers 
said that the book was somewhat inconsistent, as it appeared to instruct 
the untrained man appointed as librarian, and yet in one place recom- 
mended the appointment of a trained one. In moving and seconding a 
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vote of thanks to the reader, Mr. Harris said that he thought a library 
primer unnecessary, and Mr. Nash could not agree with the advice to 
avoid second-hand books, and thought much of the information given 
was superfluous. Mr. Ogle replied, after which a very hearty vote of 
thanks was accorded the Chairman, who expressed his cordial sympathy 
with the L.A.A., and his great enjoyment of the meeting, which had 
carried him back to his assistant days in a very pleasurable way.

The usual Monthly Meeting took place in the Openshaw Free 
Library on Wednesday, May 16th, when a good attendance of members 
of both sexes was presided over by Mr. J. H. Swann.

A Lrprary Priver. By J. C. Dana, pp. 180, cloth 8vo. New York, 
Library Bureau. (London Agents—Library Supply Co.). 

This book deals with the administration and practical work of 
public libraries, a field which is beginning to receive the attention in 
text-books it has long deserved. Many detached articles have been 
published in the professional periodicals in this country and America, 
and sections of Edwards’s “ Free Town Libraries” and other well- 
known books may be consulted upon this topic, but a thorough and 
systematic text-book, which should efficiently supplement the indis- 
pensable practical training of the library assistant, is still a deside. 
ratum. 

It seems to us that a good form for such a book to be cast in, 
would be a division of the contents into three sections—say, junior, 
intermediate, and senior. The first might deal with the work usually 
performed by juniors on entering a library. This would include the 
vareful handling of books; replacing those returned by borrowers on 
the shelves, and keeping them neat, clean, and in order; collating, 
cutting and stamping books newly acquired ; labelling ; 
and preparing newspapers and periodicals for the reading rooms and 
arranging the old copies for the respective files; counter work ; and a 
course of study, not forgetting handwriting.

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The second section might set forth the theory and system involved 
in the practical work of the first, giving a sketch of classification, its 
necessity, and the adaptation of various methods to different re- 
quirements ; cataloguing, the various styles found useful according to 
circumstances; charging systems; application vouchers; treatment of 
accessions to the stock in the shape of books, pamphlets, pictures, 
photographs, views, newspapers and periodicals; repairing and press 
marking books with gold leaf; preparation and consignment of binding 
orders ; the aid required by borrowers supplementing that afforded by 
the catalogue; and a chapter devoted to the special requirements of the 
Reference Department. 

The third section might deal with, amongst other things, the law 
relating to Public Libraries; committee work; selecting sites and 
collaborating in the draughting of plans for buildings; furnishing; 
drawing up rules for the regulation of the different departments ; 
accounts, including loans ; selecting and buying books, new and second- 
hand; making and printing catalogues; and enlisting local sympathy 
in the library. 

Mr. Dana’s book is provided with a list of contents to 55 chapters, 
and an exhaustive index filling nearly 9 pages. It is a re-written and 
extended revision of the original draft of a primer published serially in 
‘‘Public Libraries,” the American monthly, in 1896. The writings of 
W. F. Poole, W. I. Fletcher, and M. W. Plummer, the ‘“ Library 
Journal,” and the ‘A. L. A. Proceedings,” have been largely drawn 
upon, but “that large fund of library knowledge which is common 
property,” is the main source of its contents. 


The chief items dealt with are library law; general policy; the 
position, tenure, and duties of the board of trustees; the librarian ; 
buildings, furnishing, etc.; requirements for commencing; selection 
and purchase of books; handwriting; reference work; care of books ; 
accessions register; classification ; cataloguing ; binding and repairs; 
lists, bulletins, and printed catalogues; charging systems; relations of 
the librarian with the public; rules; reports; connection with the 
school and juveniles; rules for the care of photographs. 

The book does not claim to be exhaustive, but its aim, fortunately 
or otherwise, seems to be rather to instruct the novice who has been 
appointed to form a small library, than the young aspirant for library 
honours. It is full of suggestive information, but so far as library work 
in America differs from that in this country, the book is distinctly 
American, English practice being totally ignored. The result is a 
narrow tone in some respects, which seems to us to be carried to an 
injurious extent when the reader is told that ‘ books on zoology, 
geology, and botany should be by American in preference to foreign 
authors.” The best work on the subject in the English language 
would seem to be wiser counsel, but it may be necessary to play down 
to the provincial prejudices of some American communities. The 
primer is placed out of court as an English text-book through this 
defect. The printed catalogue is contemned, and free access to the 
shelves is advocated as a prime necessity for both juveniles and 
adults,—indeed, one would never guess that such a thing as an 
indicator exists. The style is commonplace, but generally clear, and 
the arrangement free and easy. 


This book is well worth the acquaintance of librarians and senior 
assistants, but we are convinced that there is ample room for an 
English manual written upon more scientific lines.

FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT. 
To be presented to the Annual Meeting, at 20, Hanover Square, on Wednesday, June 20th, 1900. 


The Committee beg to submit the Fifth Annual Report on the 
work of the L.A.A. It is with pleasure that they are again able to 
record a year of steady progress, and, while no marked developments 
have taken place, such as have characterised the two preceding years, 
the useful work of the Association has been steadily extended and 
consolidated. 

The Fourth Annual Meeting was held on July 19th, 1899, in a room 
again placed at our disposal by Mr. MacAlister. A resolution was 
carried thanking the Library Association for its provision of educational 
classes for assistants, and urging the continuous application to the 
Technical Education Board for financial assistance to these classes. 

A vote of thanks was accorded to the former Chairman, Mr. F. 
Meaden Roberts, now of St. George-in-the-East, who acted as Honorary 
Secretary of the Association for three years, and who resigned the 
chair on his appointment as librarian. 

The inaugural meeting of the session was held, by the kind invita- 
tion of Mr. Wynne E. Baxter, at his residence at Stoke Newington, 
when a most valuable paper on the First Editions of Milton’s “‘ Paradise 
Lost” was read by our host, and afterwards printed in extenso in the 
Journal. The Committee are especially indebted to Mr. Baxter for his 
kindness in defraying the cost of the printing of this article, and for 
permitting the Association to print, for the first time, an engraving of 
his residence in Church Street, once occupied by Isaac Disraeli. The 
ordinary meetings have been regularly and successfully held each month 
from October to May, and the programme arranged by the Committee 
has been carried out without difficulty. 


The best thanks of the Association are again due to the Lecturers, 
to the gentlemen who have presided at the meetings, and to the various 
Librarians and Committees who have favoured us with their hospitality. 

The Governors of Cripplegate Institute have continued their kindly 
provision of a central meeting place, while Mr. Inkster, of Battersea,

Mr. Jones, of Kensington, and Mr. Mason, of St. Martin’s, have also 
provided rooms for committee meetings. 

The second Annual Dinner took place in November, and proved 
almost as successful as its predecessor. The annual Concert and Con- 
versazione took place in February, at the Shoreditch Public Library, 
Pitfield Street, N., and was the best attended and most successful of 
the series the Association has held. 

In June last, by the kind invitation of Mr. Cecil T. Davis, the Asso- 
ciation visited Wandsworth, and their best thanks are due to him for 
placing his garden at their disposal for the day, for arranging a most 
useful and instructive exhibition of Shakespeare folios and other rare 
books, and also for obtaining permission and conducting the members 
over MacMurray’s Royal Paper Mills. <A very successful photograph of 
this meeting was taken by Mr. A. T. Ward, which made one of a group 
exhibited by him at the Cripplegate Photographic Society’s Annual 
Exhibition, gaining the “Stollard” silver medal. 

A good year’s work has been accomplished by the North Western 
branch. Their meetings have been well attended, and the papers read 
useful and instructive. Visits have been made to Bootle, Oldham, and 
Ashton-under-Lyne. At several meetings during the session chapters 
of **Quinn’s Manual of Library Cataloguing’ have been successively 
read and discussed. Members were invited to bring with them any 
books which they found difficult to catalogue, and the problems pre- 
sented thereby have often provided interesting and valuable discussion. 

The Committee of the North Western Branch recommend the 
definition of a fixed area for that branch, and the compulsory adhesion 
of members within such area to the branch. The committee of the 
L.A.A. were unable to accede to their request, considering it inadvisable 
to dictate to assistants in what way they should join the Association, 
but an alteration in the form of application for membership has been 
made, leaving it to the applicant to state whether he wishes to join a 
branch or not. 

The Journal has been regularly published throughout the year, and, 
owing largely to the conspicuous ability of the late editor, has reached 
an assured position amongst professional publications. Its field of 
usefulness may still be greatly extended by an increased circulation, 
and the work of the Association at the same time effectively aided. The 
small subscription to the L.A.A. carries a free copy of the Journal, 
which should be regarded as a strong inducement to membership. Mr. 
G. H. McCall has presented the block of his original design for the cover 
to the Association.

The Librarian reports that during the year (1899—1900) 48 volumes 
have been added to the library by donation, bringing the total number 
of volumes up to 228. Of this total 145 are books, and 83 pamphlets. 


The ‘Library Association Record” is now presented by the 
Library Association in exchange for our Journal, and “ Public 
Libraries,” ‘‘ Medical Libraries,” and “ Rivista della Biblioteche ” are 
acquired in like manner. Two sets of the ‘“ Library World” have 
been presented by the publishers, with the promise of future numbers. 
The sheets of Cutter’s Classification are forwarded as published by 
Miss M. S. R. James. 


As the Committee have but little money for the purchase of books, 
the library relies largely upon donations, and members would greatly 
aid the committee if they would enlist the practical sympathy of their 
colleagues in the library. Anyone desiring to help is requested to 
communicate with the Librarian. 


The prize essay scheme instituted by Mr. Greenwood’s offer of £20 
as prizes for 1899, was successful in producing some valuable essays, 
but the number of competitors was very small and in no way commen- 
surate with the value of the prizes offered. The essays of the senior 
prize winners as written have been printed in the journal, together 
with extracts from the junior essays. One of the junior competitors, 
Mr. W. C. Sayers, of Bournemouth, having been awarded a first and 
second prize in the two junior competitions, placed the second prize at 
the disposal of the Committee for the 1900 prize scheme. This is on a 
smaller scale than the previous year’s, and together with this ‘‘ Bourne- 
mouth ”’ prize of £1 5s. to juniors, consists of the first of two series of 
prizes for five years, that for seniors of £1 1s., the gift of Mr. A. 
Cotgreave, and that for juniors of £1, the gift of “M. B. R.”’; but the 
response has again been somewhat poor in the number of essays, if not 
in the quality, and unless a larger number enter for these competitions 
the Committee will have seriously to consider if the scheme is worth 
continuing.

The Treasurer is again able to report that the finances of the Asso- 
ciation remain in a very satisfactory condition. Besides the gift of 
£20 from Mr. Greenwood, previously mentioned, the Committee 
acknowledge with thanks the receipt of the following donations, 
viz. :—Mr. A. L. Clarke, 2s. 6d.; Mr. Cotgreave, £1 1s., the first of five 
annual contributions on behalf of our Prize Essay Scheme; ‘M. B. R..,”’ 
£1, the third from our anonymous friend; Miss Potter, 1s.; and Miss 
Toulmin Smith, 7s. 6d. 

The roll of membership continues to increase, there being 173 
members, 40 of whom constitute the N.W. Branch. There are 101 
senior, 64 junior, and 8 honorary members. A complete list is 
appended. 

The Committee have to record the loss, by retirement for private 
reasons, of Mr. B. L. Dyer as an officer of the Association. He 
was appointed Hon. Editor of the Journal on its commencement in 
January, 1898, and Hon. Secretary of the Association at the follow- 
ing annual meeting, and resigned last January. The value of Mr. 
Dyer’s work cannot easily be measured; every member has felt his 
influence as Secretary and Editor, and many in a more personal 
manner, whilst the scope of the Association has been widely extended 
by the enthusiasm with which he has devoted the able efforts of his 
leisure time to its service. This is eloquently shown by the establish- 
ment on a firm basis of the “ Library Assistant” as the monthly organ 
of the Association, and its successful career, an achievement which 
Mr. Dyer’s work alone rendered possible at that early stage of the 
life of the Association; and also by the doubling of our membership 
and the organisation of a scheme for the provision of branch associa- 
tions of assistants, the vigorous North Western Branch being the first. 


In giving their cordial thanks to the retiring Chairman and officers 
for their valuable services, the Committee wish to express their great 
regret at Mr. Dyer’s resignation of the offices he so ably filled, and in 
conclusion would again thank all those who have in any way con- 
tributed towards the welfare of the Association.

NamMgeE.—The Association shall be called ‘THE Liprary 
ASSISTANTS’ ASSOCIATION.” 


OnsEcts.—Its objects shall be to promote the social, intellectual, 
and professional interests of its members, by meetings of a 
social character, by discussions on professional subjects, and 
in such other ways as may be suggested from time to time. 


Orpinary Mempers.—(a) All persons engaged in library adminis- 
tration, other than chief librarians, shall be eligible for election. 
Applications shall be made in writing to the Hon. Secretary, 
and shall be considered at the next meeting of the Committee. 
(b) When a member is raised to the status of chief librarian, 
or leaves the profession, such person shall cease to be a 
member six months afterwards. (c) The Association at any 
ordinary meeting of not less than twenty members shall have 
power to expel any member by a vote of two-thirds of those 
present. Such member shall have the right of appeal to the 
Annual General Meeting. 


Honorary MemBers.—The Committee shall have power to elect 
hon. members, such members not having the right of voting. 


Supscription.—(a) The Annual Subscription shall be 5s. for Senior, 
and 2s. 6d. for Junior Assistants, payable in advance from the 
date of election the first year ; in subsequent years on October 
1st of the year following that in which they were elected. (b) 
Members being six months in arrear with their subscriptions 
shall cease to belong to the Association. 


OrrFicErs.—(a) The Officers of the Association shall consist of
